Part II 


Hudson’s Theory of the Duality of the Mind Contrasted With the Demonstrated Conclusions of 
Koreshan Psychology. 


E HAVE in review “The Law of Psychic Phenom- 

ena,’ by Hudson. Possessing the title of 

L.L. D., we would suppose him to be beyond the empir- 

ical stage of psychical research. We quote from his 
Introductory, page 26: 


It should be clearly understood at the outset that for the 
purpose of arriving at a correct conclusion, it is a matter of in- 
difference whether we consider that man is endowed with two 
distinct minds, or that his one mind possesses certain attributes 
and powers under some conditions, and certain other attributes 
and powers under other conditions. It is sufficient to know 
that everything happens just as though he were endowed with 
a dual mental organization. Under the rules of correct reason- 
ing, therefore, I have a right to assume that MAN HAS TWO 
MINDs; and the assumption is so stated, in its broadest terms, 
as the first proposition of my hypothesis.

Dr. Hudson says he has a right to assume his prem- 
ise; and he therefore assumes that man has two minds. 
For convenience, he designates one the objective mind, 
the other the subjective mind. It matters not what 
course of reasoning is pursued from an assumption, the 
premise being assumed, the conclusion is necessarily an 
assumption. The premise assumed, the conclusion is 
assumed; the premise known, the conclusion is a science. 

In direct opposition to Mr. Hudson’s assumption, 
we declare the brain to be the organ of the mind. We 
do not assume this. We furthermore declare the gray 
~ matter of the brain to be the basis of all mental opera- 
tions. This we positively know from thousands of ob- 
servations and experiences. If there be a duality or bi- 


unity of cerebral function, the brain itself must demon- 
strate, by its very construction, this duality or biunity. 
We deny the duality of the mind, on the basis of cere- 
bral construction; we maintain its biunity on the same 
basis. 

We have already, in a preceding article, in a general 
way defined the construction and contiguity of the two 
layers of cortical area. The conjunction of these two 
planes of the gray or cellular substance, with the ad- 
justment and relation of the fibres of intercommunica- 
tion, is proof in itself of the co-operation of the two 
mental planes. Every cell of the cortex is as distinct 
from every other cell, as the subjective plane of the cor- 
tex is distinct from the objective or external cortical 
layer. The aggregate mental function depends upon 
the aggregate co-operation of the cells of the general 
cortex. The cells of each layer aggregate, in their func- 
tions, the co-operation of all of the cellular substance; 
and the outer and inner layers are so intimately asso- - 
ciated, that neither one would be complete without the 
other. We submit the following postulates as the basis 
of the progressive discussion of this subject: 

First. The brain, connected with the body, is the 
organ of mentality. 

Second. No phenomena—physical, mental, pneumic, 
or psychie,—ever can occur independently of matter, as 
all phenomena operate with and through matter, and 
mental and psychic phenomena, through organic cere- 
bral structure. 
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Third. The only knowledge any man possesses of a 


mental, psychic, pneumic, pneumo-psychic, or pneumo- 


mento-psychic intellectuality and consciousness, is 
through the organized structure of physical existence. 
If this be not true, then some one of all the investiga- 
tors in psychic and mental phenomena will be able to 
give one instance where intelligence has been imparted 
independently of the brain. 

In our first postulate,—that the brain is the organ 
of the mind,—we must include both the subjective and 
the objective (using these terms because recognized by 
some writers) spheres of mental power, because all the 
psychic phenomena ever witnessed have been observed 
associated with organic brain structure, and observed 
through cerebral consciousness as exercised through 
cerebral organic form. We do not assume that organic 
form is essential to the exercise of mental function; we 
know that it is essential. We know that psychic func- 
tion, or psychic power, is as dependent upon brain 
structure, as that external mental function is dependent 


‘upon it, and for the reason that it is never exercised in- 


dependently of it. The so called subjective mind, then, 
operates through the brain. We do not deny the fact 
that there is an internal or interior mind, any more 
than we deny the existence of an interior cortical plane. 
We do, however, deny that the mind is dual, on the same 
basis that we would deny that the brain is dual. The 
mind is biune, and so is the brain. There is a biune 
brain in more aspects than one. The brain is biune as 
to the cerebrum and cerebellum. “It is biune as to the 
right and left hemispheres. It is biune as to the aspect 
of an outer and inner layer of cortex. 

Postulate second embraces the key-note to creation, 
existence, and perpetuity of being. It involves the so- 
lution of the great problem of life,—of all phenomena. 
Organic cerebral structure must comport, in its organic 
character and possibility, with the complexity and po- 


tentiality of the phenomena manifest through it. There 


can be no function greater than the organic structure 
through which function exhibits its phenomena. That 
is, there is an exact agreement between organic structure 
and function co-ordinately operating; hence the doctrine 
of evolution without its co-ordinate involution would 
be an utter impossibility; therefore both form and func- 
tion are co-ordinately co-operative and co-eternal. If 
there be a new development of psychic power and phe- 
nomena, it is because there are new possibilities evoked 
through some advance made in organic development in 
the progressive modification of cellular structure. 

In our declaration, that subjective mentality de- 
pends upon and rests in a subjective cortex, we meet in 
open conflict the advocates in general of the subjective 
mind theory; for upon this subject, Hudson expressly 
declares the following. We herewith quote his words: 


In point of fact, that which, for convenience, I have chosen 


to designate as the subjective mind, appears to be a separate and 
distinct entity; and the real distinctive difference between the 
two minds seems to consist in the fact that the ‘objective mind”’ 
is merely the function of the physical brain, while the ‘‘subjec- 
tive mind’’ is a distinct entity, possessing independent powers 
and functions, having a mental organization of its own, and be- 
ing capable of sustaining an existence independently of the 
body. In other words, it is the soul. The reader would do well 
to bear this distinction clearly in the mind. 


Here, then, we have the positive statement from the 
apostle of the subjective mind theory, that it is the soul, 
and capable of sustaining a separate existence from the 
body. If so, then what objection is there to the theory 
that, after the body dies, the soul (which Hudson says 
is the subjective mind) is capable of a continuous exist- 
ence independently of the body? and why may not this 
subjective mind so relate itself to some other body as to 
manifest some phase, or many phases, of psychic phe- 
nomena, which Hudson attributes to the subjective 
mind, and refuses to attribute to soul or spirit inter- 
course? Let us here attempt to differentiate between 
a psychical hypothesis—which Hudson says he is em- 
pirically investigating, with the avowal that he does 
not intend to more than suggest a method of research 
which he hopes will lead to the discovery of some exact 
knowledge regarding the phenomena in question—and 
the Koreshan Psyclrology, predicated upon the basis of 
a demonstrated premise. In Hudson’s hypothesis, the 
soul—the subjective mind, is able to perform its func- 
tions outside the body in which it is generated, in a body 
of its own, which, though invisible, can perform a great 
variety of mental and psychical phenomena. We chal- 
lenge Mr. Hudson, or any other man, to cite a single 
case of psychical phenomena not dependent upon physi- 
ological structure and physiological or pathological 
conditions as a groundwork or basis of its manifesta- 
tion. 

The hypnotist and the hypnotic are certainly both 
physiological organisms, so far as this particular phase 
of psychic power is concerned. The statement that ‘“‘one 
of the most important, as well as the most striking, 
points of difference between the two minds [the objective 
and the subjective], related to the subject of sugges- 
tion,” throws no light upon the mental therapeutic pos- 
sibilities of this phase of psychic power termed hypnosis. 
What is suggestion? and what the law of its operation ? 
These are the questions which the apostles of “hypno- 
tism” are called upon to divulge. It will not do to say, 
“I assume that there are two minds,” nor to assert 
that “the subjective mind is the seat of memory,” etc., 
without advancing one proof of the assertion. There 
are two minds, if the basis of their functional power is 
so organized as to constitute a predicable foundation 
for the assertion; but in any event they are not dual, 
they are not distinctively two. 

We will endeavor to illustrate the possible powers of 
a brain cell, in its biunity or triunity of action, through 
comparison with the principles of physical disintegra- 
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tion as demonstrated in ordinary combustion and in 
electro-alchemy. Subject a piece of iron to the heat of 
an ordinary forge: it is possible to raise the temperature 
to a given degree. The atoms, molecules, or aggrega- 
tions of particles, radiate not only a certain degree of 
heat and light, but, to a given limited distance propor- 
tionate to the power to which the combustion is raised, 
augment the power by increase of draft in a draft fur- 
nace; the character of the combustion is changed. Rep- 
resent the first power by zero, the second by a sevenfold 
augmentation, eight. The physical phenomena are all 
changed. The light and heat are of a different charac- 
= ter. The electricity and-magnetism are of agreater ten- 
sion, so much so that one not acquainted with the laws 
of tension as applied to electricity and magnetism, 
would declare, “we have another force.” 
- We will take for illustration, the so called X or 
~ Roentgen ray. Whatisit? It is merely a higher ten- 
‘sion of combustion, applied to the same particle of mat- 


ter. Yet it is a mystery to the empirical physicist. 
Vibrate the string of an instrument, and each degree of 
tension manifests distinctive phenomena. Stretch-a 
violin string to a certain tension and vibrate it; stretch 
another in the opposite corner of a large room, tuned 
to the same tension, and the second string will respond 
to the vibration of the first. Now raise or lower the 
tension of the second string so that it is out of tune 
with the first; it no longer responds to the vibration of 
the first string.: Again; raise or lower the tension of 
the first string to bring it in tune with the second, and 
what is the result? The second string again responds 
to the vibrations of the first. The vibration of the 
second, responsive to the action of the first, is a phe- 
nomenon. Shall we say that, because the second string 
vibrates or manifests the phenomenon of sound in one 
instance and not in the other, there are two strings at 
the location of string number one? Yet this is precisely 
what the advocates of the dual mind proclaim. 


Electro-Magnetism and Magneto-Electricity. 


N THE decomposition of the negative element of a 
battery cell, there is produced or generated the gal- 
vanic current. The electricity thus generated traverses 
the wire from one pole of the battery back to the cell, 


through the conductor subjects the energy to friction, 
through which magnetic energy is generated and, pass- 
ing out through the insulated material of the wire, is 
loaded or charged into the steel cable. This is magnet- 


ism by induction. The magnetism is also substantial. 
This is electro-magnetism; that is, magnetism induced 
through the friction of the inversely traversing galvanic 
currents.

Be, be an insulated wire, and coiled around a piece of soft 


steel cable, it forms what is called a helix,in which there 
is generated and loaded into the cable induced mag- 
netic energy. Through the insulated conductor coiled 
around the steel cable, there are two currents of what is 
denominated galvanic electricity. It is the substance 
generated at the cell in the decomposition of the nega- 
tive metallic element, with also the solution in the bat- 
tery. The negative element generates the positive elec- 
tricity, and is anodic (the upward way); the solution is 
the positive element; it generates the negative electricity, 
and is cathodic (the downward way). The perma- 
nent element is the axis, and comprises the mediatorial 
polarity. 

If the cell is zinc and carbon, with sulphuric acid in 
a weak solution, the zinc is the negativeelement and the 
carbon is the mediator. These currents are flowing in 
two opposite directions, not as mere modes of motion, 
but as substance in electrical solution. It isthe product 
of the dissolution of the material substance converted to 
energy substance; matter destroyed as matter, and con- 
verted to electrical energy. The rush of these currents 


Let a vibrating or oscillating armature be placed at 
the end of the induced magnet; its motion rapidly un- 
loads or discharges theinduced magnetism into the con- 
ductor attached to the oscillator. This is called the 
primary current. It is the first current by induction, 
and because it is electricity produced from magnetism, 
it is magneto-electricity. If this electricity is conducted 
through another insulated wire, and this coiled around 
another piece of steel cable, with another oscillator, and 
thisconducted through another conductor, then we have 
the secondary current. 

The primary dynamo is that in which is generated 
prime magnetism by the friction of its motion. It may 
be revolved by steam or any other power. The pro- 
duction of the magnetism is by the friction of the in- 
strument against the particles of oxygen and nitrogen 
of the atmosphere. This friction destroys the atoms 
and converts them to the energy of magnetism. A 
vortex is produced, into which there also pours the free 
electricity of space, which is also converted to magnet- 
ism through its union with the matter destroyed. This 
free electricity feeds the flame of the combustion of the

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atoms, precisely as atmosphere feeds the flame of any 
ordinary combustion. At the dynamo, magnetism is 
generated as a primary substance. Through the oscil- 
lator it is conducted to the wire or cable through which 


the induced electricity is conveyed for any purpose in 
mechanics for which it is employed. This induced cur- 
rent of electricity is magneto-electricity. This change 
from one to the other of either magnetism or electricity, 
is called the correlation of energy. 


Is the Universe Large or Small?

ODERN ASTRONOMY has destroyed the sense of 
appreciation of the things which exist, in the en- 
deavor to force conceptions of things and conditions 
which do not exist. The mind bas so long been accus- 
tomed to running wild in infinity, that any attempt to 
scientifically define the boundaries of the universe is met 
with resistance. Fallacy at the eyepiece of the gigantic 
telescope has cast a magic spell over the kuman imagi- 
nation, and filled the mind with a universe too stupen- 
dous to begrasped. Inthe promulgation of the Koresh- 
an System of the cellular universe, limited to 8,000 
miles diameter, we meet with the objection that such a 
conception limits the universe to uncomfortable bounds, 
makes the earth a mere solitary speck in infinite 
space, narrows the Almighty down to a single 
sphere of activity, and belittles him and his creation. 

We want to present to the reader a rational view; 
we desire to have him follow our comparisons and our 
calculations concerning the relative sizes of man and 
the universe. We desire to show that imagination has 
played havoe with the modern mind; but that also im- 
agination has its true place in mentally adjusting the 
man to what he sees and endeavors to comprehend. 
The universe 8,000 miles in diameter, with all its com- 
plexities of activity, function, its variety of experience 
and avenues of progress, and its associations and 
human environments, is sufficiently large to engage the 
fertile imagination of man, not only for one lifetime, 
but for billions of years! 

The human mind cannot appreciate the extent of 
theearth’s diameter; man cannot narrow its dimensions 
down to asingle view without exaggerating himself be- 
yond all rational proportions. He may attempt to 
imagine a line extended as the diameter of the earth, but 
perspective foreshortens the imagination and limits it 
to one horizon. A column of men standing one upon 
another, reaching from side to side as the earth’s diam- 
eter, would require over 8,250,000 human beings; lying 
end to end upon the earth’s equator, over 26 millions of 
men would be required to cover its circumference. It is 
difficult to conceive of the exact extent of one square 


‘mile; upon that area nearly three million men could 


recline, allowing each 10 square feet; or standing, one 
square mile would contain over 14 millions of men. 
One and a half quadrillions of men could stand upon the 


land surface of the earth, and the entire surface of land - 


and water has sufficient area to embrace standing, over 
five and a half quadrillions of human beings; while into 
the great cavity of the earth there is room, without 


crowding, for nearly eight sextillions of men, or nearly: 
five and a half trillions of times more men than now 
exist in the earth! 4 

The average man is 8,250,000 times shorter than 
the earth’s diameter; he is almost infinitely small com- 
pared with the great form in which he lives. Let him 
stand upon the earth’s surface and view the water hori- 
zon; it is about three miles distant. Traveling in one, 
direction, stopping at the vanishing point of each pre- 
ceding view, he would see 8,000 such limitations of lat- 
eral vision in going once around the earth. The circle 
of his horizon would be about six miles in diameter, em- 
bracing an area of about 28 square miles. The earth is 
large enough to permit him to see over seven millions 
of such horizons, never viewing the same area twice! 

These figures will give something of an idea of the 
size of the universe as compared with the size and limi- 
tations of man; but we might leave the reader to form 
his own conclusions concerning its actual size, after 
demonstrating that the human conception of size is only 
relative. Suppose for instance, that the universe were 
enlarged to twice its present size, and everything it con- 
tains, in proportion; it would be impossible to realize 
any difference. If increased ten times,—a thousand, 
a million times, with everything in proportion, all of the 
relations and conditions would be exactly the same as 
now. We might go on multiplying its size until the im- 
agination is stretched to the utmost limit, without 
changing the relative sizes of man and universe. If the 
universe were enlarged to 25 trillions of times its pres- 
ent size, it would possess a diameter of 200 quadrillions 
of miles, while man would be enlarged to 24 billions 
of miles in length! This would make the universe as 
large as the modern conception of the diameter of the 


Milky Way. How does the objector know that the cel- | 


lular universe in which we. live is not .as immense as 
that? ; 

On the other hand, suppose the universe were just 
one half its present diameter, everything it contains 
being reduced proportionately; all of the relations 
would remain exactly the same as now, and no differ- 
erence in the relative sizes of man and universe could be 
detected by measurement, weight, or other means. The 
same would be true if reduced to one tenth, a thou- 
sandth, or a millionth part of its present size. Suppose 
it to be reduced a trillion times; its diameter wouldgbe 
smaller by 200 times than the diameter of a-brain cell, 
while man, proportionately reduced, would be only 12 
trillionths of an inch in length. How does the objector 
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know that the universe is not as small as this? 

The size of man has nothing to do with his imagina- 
tion of other things. We look at a man and form some 
idea of size through the impression his form makes upon 
our consciousness through the sense of vision. The eye 
contains lenses which enable us to magnify the objects 
seen. Suppose the lenses were removed and the images 
impressed should not be the result of magnification? 
Objects would appear much smaller than they now do. 
Man is constantly changing his own size in his imagina- 
tion. It is impossible to view a picture in the endeavor 
to comprehend its relations, without mentally adapting 
the size of the observer to the size of the picture. Take 
up a picture of a landscape, and study it attentively. 
When you come to imagine that the objects in the 
picture are of real size, so as to make the picture appear 
natural, you are forced to imagine yourself in the view, 
at the point where thecamera stood. If yousee pictures 
of trees 100 feet in height in reality, but one inch in 
height in the picture, the mind is forced to imagine the 
observer to be one fifth of an inch in length, in adapting 
him to the picture in order to mentally conceive of all 
the relations which the picture contains. 

That which performs the function of imagination is 
not the man in his greatness, but the brain cell in its 
minuteness. The minute point is the sphere of compre- 
hension of what we see. It is the point of imagination ; 
it can embrace much or little, and in the processes, it 
sways the man and changes his size; it magnifies him, it 
minifies him according to circumstances. The con- 
sciousness takes cognizance of form, and it can adjust 
the man to things that are immense, and to things ex- 
tremely minute. An entire landscape, with houses, trees, 
hills, and mountains is pictured in the eye on about one 
and a half square inches of retinal surface; ultimately, 
the picture is communicated to a single brain cell, about 
one five thousandths of an inch in diameter; and in this 
minute cell every object in the square miles of landscape 
is perfectly pictured and distinctly visible in the mind; 
the entire view appears as large in the cell to the mental 
entity of consciousness taking cognizance of what is 
seen, as the actual view does to the man in the external 
world. How minute, if we could think of size in the 
entity, must the entity be, to stand in wonder at the 
greatness and sublimity of the view in the cell! When 
we dream, we see in the mind the living, moving entities, 
appearing as large in the inner world, as their co-ordi- 
nate objects doin the natural. Whocan measure them? 
When we follow the processes of vision from the real ob- 
jects to the central cell of visual perception, we go from 
the natural to the mental world where space is anni- 
hilated, and where imagination, or the process of form- 
ing images in the cells of the brain,—actual thought 
creations, adapts man to what heviews. In such a con- 
ception we reach the border of the spiritual world, where 
millions of beings in one mind, perform their activities 
in cells with as varied and real experiences as the 
natural man in the outer world. 

We might convey some idea of the relative size of a 
brain cell and the universal cell, for the sake of further 


illustration. It would require 250 billions of brain cells 
to make a cubic inch, and over 2,160 trillions of cells to 
make a mass as large as a man; and to fill the great 
hollow of the universe 8,000 miles in diameter, the 


“utterly inconceivable number of over 17,280,000,000, 


000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 (17,280 decil- 
lions) or over 17,280 trillions of quintillions of cells. A 
single cell of the brain, the actual thing that endeavors 
to feign smothering in the 260 billions of cubic miles of 
space within the earth’s shell, is smaller in proportion 
to the size of the great cosmogonic egg, than the man 
is smaller than the solar system of Copernican astrono- 
my; while the cell itself is confined to the skull 6 inches 
in diameter ! 

A single cell has been magnified, by Prof. Gates, 
three and a half million diameters, or twelve trillion 
times the area; the microscopic cell, in his newinvention, 
is made to appear 60 feet in diameter. Man magnified 
correspondingly, would be about 3,500 miles in length, 
while the universe magnified in proportion would be 
about 28 billions of miles in diameter. But while the 
man is viewing the cell thus magnified, in order to com- 
prehend its actual size, he must imagine himself minified 
three and a half millions of times;—he must imagine 
himself to possess a length only one twelfth the 
diameter of the actual cell; this would make him 
.000016 (16 millionths) of an inch in length; and 
thus reduced he would stand related in his imagination 
to the universe correspondingly minified three and a 
half million times, or reduced to the dimension of 144 
inches in diameter! 

The microscope calls the mind back from the falla- 
cies of infinite space and creation, to a realization of the 
greatness of the smallest things of the world. There 
are a millionfold more things to be seen and learned, 
more mysteries to be revealed through the microscope, 
than has ever been, or can ever be, seen with the tele- 
scope. If the mind desires a maze of figures and num- 
bers, it can find them incontemplation of the atoms and 
molecules of things actually existing. Living beings by 
the hundreds of trillions live, move, and have their being 
in spheres too small to be perceived with the naked eye 
or even comprehended by the modern mind. A cube 
formed of one thousand trillions of molecules would be 
just visible in the best microscope. How vast and ut- 
terly incomprehensible must be the number of atoms 
and molecules which compose the material form and 
basis of activity of the entire cell 8,000 miles in diame- 
ter! It has been estimated that if all the molecules in 
the thousandth part of a cubic inch of ice were placed 
in a row touching each other, they would form a line 
reaching from the earth to the visible, projected sun 
and back again 46,000 times! 

The universe is both large and small; it is large and 
small according as we may allow the imagination to 
expand into grossness, or to contract into the refine- 
ment of thought, in its world of activity. The largest 
world is the gross expression of its interior life. Life 
descends to express itself in the gross forms of all the 
lower natural kingdoms; and again, there are aspira- 
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tions in all that is gross and non-vital. Every atom 
ultimately aspires to reach the climax; the stars that 
twinkle in the constellations above us are moving to 
ward the prime cause; but between the perfect man 
and the stellar groups and fleecy, nebulous clouds and 
halos, there is an awful distance of years, which sur- 
passes in immensity the supposed distance in miles be- 
tween man and stars in the modern systems. In fact, 
in their continual ascent and descent from center to cir- 
cumference and return, the substances of the physical 
world must travel trillions and trillions of miles to 
reach the man! 

The universe is both large and small; its extremes 
of magnitude and diminutiveness are the limitations of 
activity. -The world of magnitude, of mass, of space 
and dimension, is the gigantic cell over eight sextillions, 


or eight millions of trillions of times larger than one 
man, is the large world; the involution of itself, the seed 
it produces, the perfect than, is the microcosm, or the 
entire universe in its least form,—infinitely small as 
compared with the great mass, but involving all of its 
activities and consciousnesses. The superior world, the 
highest, pre-eminent above all, the most refined and ex- 
alted, the world which is prior in quality and power, 
purpose and use, the world sublime, complete, full of 
grandeur and beauty, is the smallest world. The am- 
bition of the Almighty is, not to imitate the modern 


mind in its diffusion through infinite space, but through 
cycles of progress to perfect himself,—to perfect man in 
the highest and the Jeast, where consciousness of the 
entire universe is obtained through the millions of proc- 
esses of mental distillations and refinement—in the 
perfected brain cell! 


The Necessity For Righteous Judgment.

pE UPON a time, a man who had dwelt always in 

cities, fell heir to an estate which included a fine 
orchard. When he came to inspect his property, his 
first thought was to visit this and regale himself with 
the luscious fruits which he had reason to expect in 
abundance. No sooner however, had he reached the 
spot than he cried out in dismay, for in the place of 
ripe, mellow fruit, the trees were laden with small, hard 
apples, green and sour. Then the owner grew very 
wroth and declared that trees bearing such worthless 
fruit should not be allowed to cumber the ground. He 
called his workmen in haste, and bade them cut down 
the orchard and sow the field with wheat.

He 
attacks the apostle Paul, and affirms that the atonement was not 
and is not effected through Jesus, but through the faith of Rev. 
B. Fay Mills and others! It is his conclusion that men are not 
called upon to deify the Messiah, but to realize that they already 
have all that is necessary for human salvation. He wants to see 
a new religion established—a righteous human society, and of 
course the Mills of the gods will have to grind its grist. Ac- 
cording to his assertions, the religion that he wants for the 
world is the only one that is worthy to be dignified with the 
name of the Religion of Today. 


Every little while, some one dies while under the treat- 
ment of ‘‘christian science,” mental science, suggestion, faith 
cure, osteopathy, or some other of the many modern methods of 
healing; and the persons giving the treatments fall victims 
of the Allopathic monopoly. The pill doctors have flourished 
into influence, and legislators have made laws in their favor— 
not to help them in curing the people, but to prevent other 
people from curing anybody by any means whatsoever, so that 


the Allopath quacks can have full sway in filling out death cer- 
tificates! What a marvel that men should die at all, with such 
a fraternity backed by the laws of the nation, always ready for 
their rescue! If all the new schools of healing would combine 
to prosecute the orthodox Allopath physician for every death 
that occurs under his supervision, it would not be long until 
every citizen could be free to say who shall attend him in sick- 
ness, and every healer free to use every available substance or 
method that will succeed where drugs fail. 


The United States of America is declared to be the oldest 
government in the world. Some investigators into American 
history and the history of other nations, have made the surprising 
discovery that the American Constitution and flag antedate the 
constitution and flag of any other civilized nation; all other gov- 
ernments have been changed since the declaration of American 
independence.

If the skilled laborers and artisans who made 
Pullman what it is, had owned and controlled the wealth they 
created, they would be living in luxury there instead of being 
mere tenants, receiving barely enough to pay their rent and 
support their families. 


The shades of Judaism are blending with the outer disinte- 
grations of the paganized Christian church. Rev. Kaufman 
Koehler, an eminent New York Rabbi, suggests that a great 
change is coming over the Jews. Many years ago the Jewish 
children were not allowed to utter the name of Jesus; now prom- 
inent Jews are looking upon Jesus as an ideal of humanity, a 
member of the Jewish family; and many of them are prepared to 
accept Jesus on the basis that the Unitarians and Universalists, 
and other smaller sects and higher critics, accept him—that he 
was simply agreat man, but not divine. Jesus was in reality 
the greatest Jew that ever lived, and the Jews have been nine- 
teen hundred years in finding it out; and in their attempt to 
accord him a place in their history, they desire to lower his 
character to accord to conceptions brought to them by mental 
waves nineteen hundred years long, through the corruptions of 
Christian paganism.

Florida Survey, Meteors, Gravitation, and 
Ships’ Hulls. 

EDITOR FLAMING Sworp:—A friend of 
mine in a neighboring village, who is a 
surveyor and above the average of bright 
men and deep thinkers, has been reading 
a copy of the CELLULAR CosmoGony 
which I loaned him. I met him yester- 
day and asked him what he thought of the 
book. He soon showed me that he was 
more interested in upholding a pet theory 
-than he was to arrive at the truth of the 
matter. 

(1) His objection to the book was that 
evidently the subjective mind of the opera- 
tors in the Florida Geodetic Survey caused 
them to incline the perpendicular at the 
starting post so that the rectiline would 
touch the earth at the required distance. 
Pretty accurate workmen, wern’t they, to 
start 10 feet and 8 inches above the surface 
at just the precise angle that would just

touch the earth at a point 21 feet and 4 
inches below the starting point according 
to the outside theory, and just at that dis- 
tance to prove that the circle is 25,000 
miles in circumference? 

He thought that the rectiline should 
have been extended both ways along a 
water level, first by a Koreshan corps of 
engineers, watched by a corps of Coperni- 
can engineers, and then the line run by 
Copernicans watched by Koreshans. 

(2) One of his arguments against the 
Cellular theory was that fallen meteors 
are found to be composed of heavy sub- 
stances such as the spectroscope shows to 
exist in heavenly bodies. Ido not know 
how to answer this argument. Will you 
kindly do so? His argument was to show 
that meteors were not simply «surplus 
energy,” as you expressed some weeks ago. 

(3) His proof of the Newtonian idea of 
gravitation was that objects dropped in 


the center of a deep well fellin the center, 
while from near the side or wall, they 
would always strike the nearest side before 
reaching the bottom, showing that larger 
bodies drew the smaller ones to it. I have 
seen nothing in THE SWORD since I have 
been reading it that makes it plain to me 
how to meet such facts on the Cellular 
basis. Will you kindly enlighten myself 
and other interested readers of THE 
SWORD ? f 

(4) PER CONTRA: I have a letter from 


` Mr. and Mrs. Melvin Snow, of this state, 


who say that from their position on the 
sea beach they often see vessels clear down 
to the water’s edge of the vessel’s hull 
when these vessels are beyond islands 30 
miles from shore. So that the vessels 
must be more than 30 miles away. 30x30 
= 900; 900x8 inches — 7,200 inches, or 600 
feet, the distance the vessels would b 
below the observer’s standpoint, on the 
convex basis; or allowing three inches to 
the mile for refraction, it would be 900x5 
inches — 4,500 inches, or 375 feet. 


A neighbor of mine told me yesterday 
that he stood on Newport wharf, which 
is 30 feet above the water level, and saw 
the hull of the steamer Santa Rosa when 
the steamer was on the other side of Cata- 
lina island; which island is about 20 miles 
from Newport at its nearest point; so that 

-= the steamer was probably 30 miles away. 
But according to the convex idea, the boat 
would be far below the observer’s eye even 
had she been in this side of the island and 
close to it. 

Our local astronomers account for these 
facts on the ground that they were seen 
by a mirage. Mirages must be of frequent 
occurrence here, as these facts can be 
duplicated almost any clear day ! 

(5) In mirages at sea, do the objects seen 

always appear double, or inverted? I have 
never heard of a single case here where 
the vessels were seen inverted or double. 
Of course, Mr. Editor, I know that you 
must have threshed these questions over 
many times; but you must have many new 
readers who are puzzled by their ques- 
tions, and who will be thankful to have 
‘them again explained.—D. Epson SMITH, 
Cal. : 
_ (1) This and similar objections to the 
Florida experiments are specifically an- 
swered in the “Echoes of the Geodetic 
Survey” in the CELLULAR COSMOGONY. 
Strange that the subjective mind of the 
other side does not lead them to do some- 
thing in favor of the theory of the earth’s 
convexity, in refutation of what our sub- 
jective mind has accomplished; the people 
have waited goo years for proofs of the 
Copernican astonomy, and haven’t had 
one! Don’t you think that they’ have 
waited long enough? 

(2) Ferruginous and metallic substances 
are condensed and materialized through 
the action of the energies of cold in the 
upper strata of the earth’s atmosphere, in 
the same way that snow and hail are 
formed in the lower strata. Meteors, 
bolides, and aerolites are precipitated from 
high altitudes of strata of atmosphere. 
They are composed of the kinds of sub- 
stances which are in combustion in the 
stars; but spectroscopic analysis discovers 
to the astronomer no substances that are 
not known to exist in the earth. No 
substance foreign to the earth has ever 
descended from the sky. All of the 
energies of the heavens are derived from 
dematerialization of matter contained in 
the earth’s shell; and necessarily precip- 
itate and materialize the same substances 
again. 

(3) The facts of the mutual attraction of 
material bodies are not derived from the 
theory of Newton; these facts existed 
long before Newton spun his threads of 
fallacy that tied his planets to the sun. 
Newton’s ‘‘gravitation’’ is now being 
materially changed or rejected by many 
modern astronomers. All material sub- 
stances left free and unsupported, do xo/ 
descend. The balloon rises, the feather 
descends. The balloon is filled with hy- 
drogen, which is material, and which is 
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attracted, zoź toward the earth, but toward 
the sea of hydrogen; and it rises because 
it seeks its own static plane, and not be- 
cause something heavier beneath it is 
pushing it up! 

We are familiar with all the phenomena 
of falling bodies; we do not deny the facts 
of the experiments of Airy, Foucault, and 
others, showing mutual attraction of 
bodies upon the earth. Every material 
body is surrounded by an aura of radiating 
energies which it generates; two bodies 
placed so their enswathements merge into 
each other, are mutually acted upon by 
their energies and are thus attracted; the 
attraction increases as the bodies approach 
each other. The same is true of bodies 
above and attracted by the earth; in falling 
they increase in speed as the attractive 
force increases. Gravitation, as applied 
to such attraction, is a simple problem in 
alcheiny; the subtle electro-magnetisms 
generated through molecular activities in 
the bodies gravitating toward each other, 
are converted to exergies of motion which 
move the body offering the least resistance 
in the direction of the newly generated 
impulse; in the case of the earth’s attrac- 
tion, the currents are modified or refracted 
by large bodies, such as a mountain, or 
the sides of a well or building. 

(4) Strange that there should be so 
many mirages after the publication of the 
CELLULAR CosMOGONY! On either sea 
or land, objects seen in a mirage are 
inverted, Take the meaning of the word 
for instance; it means a mirror. The 
mirror in a mirage is a stratum of heated 
atmosphere above the observer, which acts 
as a reflector, in which is seen the images 
of the objects beneath it. In such case, 
if the objects themselves are visible this 
side of the horizon, the real and the image 
will both be seen, the image inverted. If 
the objects are invisible beyond the hori- 
zon, nothing will be seen but the inverted 
image. There are other phenomena con- 
nected with objects viewed through heated 
strata, but they are of mirages; neither 
are they seen where there is a clearly de- 
fined horizon and vessels. If the objects 
are clear cut at long distances, the con- 
ditions are good and normal for such ob- 
servations; then there is no possibility of 
mirages, or of blurring and distorting 
refractions. 


The Milky Way and Earth’s Greatest 
Mountain System. 


(1) What is the cause of volcanoes? (2) 
How are mountains and mountain ranges 
formed ? Certain of my friends are in- 
clined to depreciate Koreshan Science be- 
cause I will not attempt to answer such 
simple questions as the above, especially 
the mountain question; so I refer them to 
you.—H. J. J., PERKINS, Ia. 


(1) Concerning the cause of volcanoes, 


see FLAMING SworD of January 27, this 
department. 


(2) There are three classes of mountains, 
—volcanic, cataclysmic, and oceanic. Vol- 
canic mountains are thrown up by the 
action of the vulcan fires in the earth; 
oceanic mountains were once islands of 
the sea, and when the continents were 
thrown up, the surface of the islands be- 
came the tops of the mountains; this re- 
fers especially to isolated peaks. On 
Pike’s Peak there are shells of the sea and 


other evidences of its marine origin. In 


the cataclysmic mountains we find broken 
and disturbed strata, showing elevation 
out of the normal planes of materializa- 
tion, long buried thousands of feet beneath 
the surface of the earth. 


Mountain ranges have puzzled the 
geologist as much as any other question 
concerning cosmogonic activities. Turn- 
ing to a map of the world, we find one 
continuous mountain range extending 
from the southern extremity of South 
America, along the western coasts of 
South and North America, to the western 
extremity of Alaska; thence just across 
the Behring sea, southwesterly through 
Asia, terminating on land with the 
Malay peninsula; tracing westward from 
China, we find the Himalayas, the Persian, 
and Caucasus mountains, and the Alps, 
These are the principal mountain ranges 
of the world. In the eastern part of North 
and South America, ranges extend from 
southwest to northeast, while walls of 
mountains outline the continent of Africa, 
and fringe Australia. The same striking 
features are manifested on all the larger 
islands lying contiguous to continents: 
Sumatra has one continuous mountain 
range extending its entire length; the 
same is true of the Japan Islands, the 
Philippines, New Zealand, New Guinea, 
Borneo, Madagascar, Cuba, and Java; 
also on peninsulas, such as Kamchatka, 
Norway and Sweden, the Malay peninsula, 
Lower California, Hindustan, Italy, and 
Greece. Why should these mountain 
ranges lie near coast lines, and rib islands 
and peninsulas the world over? In the 
western world, the relation of ranges and 
coast lines is strikingly apparent. The 
reason for the same has never been deter- 
mined by the modern geologist. 


In the Koreshan System the solution is 
an easy one, ‘There are times in the ex- 
istence of the universe, when heat is re- 
duced to the minimum—when the ecliptic 
is nearly at right angles with the equator. 
This would bring the sun alternately, 
every six months, in the extreme north 
and south—leaving the opposite hemi- 
sphere extra frigid; such a period corre- 
sponds to the so called glacial period of 
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modern geology. The conditions recur 
after long cycles of millions of years. 
During the intense cold prevailing in 
the long nights at the poles, the she// 
of the earth contraéts and causes the 
upper strata of the earth to bulge up in 
seams; cataclysms occur; old continents 
gradually sink, and new ones are forced 
up. The great seam of the Andes and 
Rockies (extending intoand across Asia) 
is the border of the new continental area 
forced up in a great crowding together of 
the crust; this accounts for the great range 
following the coast line; the cause of the 
range was the cause of the coast line; on 
one side the land is elevated, on the 
other it is lowered. Geologically, the 
western continent is the zew world. Con- 
tinents have existed in both the Pacific 
and Atlantic oceans. 


In this connection, let us call attention 
to another startling fact in support of the 
Cellular Cosmogony—a fact utterly inex- 
plicable from any other standpoint. The 
Milky Way has been equally puzzling to 
the astronomer as the mountain ranges to 
the geologist. Why is there a belt or 
zone of nebulæ encircling the heavens? 
Starting a little southwest of the constel- 
lation Scorpio and extending to the north- 
east in the physical heavens through 
Scorpio to Cassiopeia, about 25° from the 
North Star, thence southeasterly through 
Perseus, Taurus, and Gemini, and termina- 
ting southeast of Argo Navis, the Milky 
Way extends in a great nebulous belt 
around the heavens, exactly parallel in 
direction and corresponding in outline 
with the great circle of the American and 
Asiatic mountain range, —following as it 
does, those directions in the earth and 
through those portions in the shell, exactly 
corresponding to the constellations in the 
heavens,—on the equator, the ecliptic, and 
in the circumpolar area. Take a globe and 
trace the mountain belt, beginning a little 
east of the sign Capricornus, or where 
the ecliptic touches the southern tropic, 
run to 23° of the pole, thence through 
Asia to the sign Cancer; take a map of 
the heavens and trace the Milky Way <s 
we have done above, and find the parallel 
too striking to avoid the conclusion that 
the Milky Way in its nebnlous diffusions 
is derived from the great mountain range 
lying in the earth! 

Those who ask for ocular demonstra- 
tions of the Koreshan Astronomy in the 
physical heavens, simple enough for them 
to understand, will find this a complete 
one. The great ‘‘air line” of the heavens 
was not surveyed nor mapped out by the 
Koreshan Geodetic Corps, neither did we 
throw up the great mountain ranges to 
correspond; we are not personally responsi-
